Wbat,we are 
concerned about and intend dealing with for 
a brief apace is the financial present of the 
County, and the prospects of the future. 
Previous , to last meeting of thejOonncil 
we expressed the hope that members would 
consider the position and devise some means 
whereby the long-ruling extravagance should 
be brought to an end. For the past four 
years we have from time to time warned the 
Council that it would act lyisely to husband 
Its resources, as a time must inevitably and 
aoon come wheii at the rate we were, moving 
the exchequer would give out. There is not 
a doubt that the chairman is in a great 
' measure responsible that this advice was not 
given heed to; ' We will not go so far as to " 
say 'that Mr Pykk “hood-winked” the Coun- 
cil in the matter of finances, but his bump of 
hope was developed to an extent approaching 
recklessness, and speaking as he always did 
with an. air of superior knowledge when 
the .future revenue was in question, it is 
scarcely to be wondered that his colleagues 
were I led away , by these delusive hopes. 
For instance, turning to the records of the 
Council meeting in December last (at which 
Mr PvRg was not present) we find that 
Councillors were sensible that retrench ment 
was necessary, and a motion by Mr M'Giknis 
vtas carried appointing a committee “ to 
enquire into the finances of the County and 
see if some reduction can be made in salaries 
and expenditure, and to report at next meet- 
ing.'' The naxt meeting was held in March. 
No report’ was brought up in terms of the 
resolution, so that we may assume the 
matter .was lost sight of in the interval. 
A' financial statement was, however, pre- 
sented, showing the then liabilities to be some 
£J2,000 more than the money in hand. The 
Chairman (Mr Pyke) said “ the position was 
most satisfactory and that unless some un- 
conceived ciroumstances arose the Council 
need never have to borrow.” This is barely 
six months ago. Contrast the words quoted 
with ’the actual position at the present time. 
The yearly balance-sheet published' in May 
shows that on the 31st March, 1880, the 
whole assets of the County amounted to 
£10,046 16s Id, against liabiiities of-£38,676 
Oa Id, leaving a deficit of over £18,600; 
'and it is worthy of, note that the assets 
included such items as County offices, furni- 
ture, tools, Ac.; set down in value ak £1,800 
— leaving the actual cash available in March 
at a trifle over £7000. A “ most satisfactory 
position” truly, having an .indebteaness of 
£21,000 ! At last meeting the' cash balance 
had dwindled down tp £900,' and expenditure 
since then has probably reduced that sum by 
half.;. In face of these .figures and facts it is 
not surprising that Councillors are showing 
signs of alarm. Councillors Faaseb and 
CoLftiouQH (whose outspoken denunciation 
of ■ the course of extravagance- hitherto 
pursued has led to their being grossly in- 
sulted by the' Dunstait Titriej— one being 
stigmatised its peurile, the other' as a fool) 
were not alofse in urging the necessity for 'a 
change ; every member at the table endorsed 
the wisdom of immediate retrenchment. 
Action was not at once taken more because 
members ware, startled at the new light 
thrown on the financial afiairs of the County 
— and were therefore unprepared to apply 
the pruning-knlfe to the overgrown tree of 
extravagance— than because the urgency of the 
case failed to press itself upon them. 'We shall 
be disappointed if the next meeting does not 
bring about a revolution in the conduct and 
administration of public afiairs in the 
'* model" County of Vincent.

Confirmatoryinformation has been received 
from Cand.ahar which states that Ayoub Khan 
has commenced military operations against 
that place, which is now in a state of siege. 

Gambetta is making a general levy on, the 
democracy for the purpose of strengthening 
France, : and to, enable her to recover the 
Provinces of France and Lorraine, annexed 
by Germany. 

Dr Tanner’s recovery is exciting more 
interest than; hia fast, which was genuine.

The instant the fast was con- 
cluded Dr, Tanner had a-repast of peaches,

The Times says the determination and courage 
of the Victorian police is beyond all praise. 

Tire Irish Tenants Compensation Bill is 
almost unanimously condemned by the Lords 
as an infringement of the rights of property, 
and amounting to confiscation. 

A belligerent attitude has been assumed 
by Turkey aa her : answer to the threatened 
naval demonstration by European Powers. 
A number of Turkish men-of-war have been 
ordered to cruise along the coast of Albania. 
Some uneasiness is felt at Athens that a 
descent upon Greece is contemplated. 

An increase in the Russian navy has been 
. ordered. Russia has also determined on a 
large increase in the army. Orders have 
been given for the construction of ten war 
ships. 

hluch dissatisfaction exists on the Conti- 
nent by the policy pursued by Gladstone in 
the East. He is accused of intriguing with 
the Russian Empire, with the object of ex- 
cluding Austria from the Dannbian inter- 
national tribune. The Austrian Government 
is indignant that their rights should be set 
aside in a matter of great importance to the 
Empire as affecting the principal artery of 
trade, and in their remonstrance they are 
.supported by Bismarck. The German and 
Austrian papers stigmatise Gladstone’s con- 
duct in severe language, aod declare that a 
pursuanoB of such policy will seriously im- 
peril Europea'u concert. 

Intelligence has been received that the 
I Russian army under Skobeloff, sent against 
the Teke Turcomans in Central Asia, ex- 
perience serioils difficulties in obtaining 
supplies, And the trbops suffer great hard-- 
ships. By latest accounts a large forage 
-party of Rustians wereattacked byTuroomana 



and after a sharp enconntcr the Russians 
were forced to retire. - 
The French Government exhibit a strong 
disposition to retire from the policy hitherto 
pursued in concert with England in regard to 
the enforcement of claims made by Greece 
upon_ Turkey. Some time since France 
promised material aid to Greece in case the 
latter was threatened by Turkey. Upon the 
mobilisation of her army Greece applied to 
France for fulfilment of her promise to give 
large numbers of rifles for the arming of her 
levies.. The French Government now 
decisively refuse to render any assistance. 

..A bitter feeling is manifesting itself be- 
tween the Albanians and Greeks at Prisgend, 
about 80 miles east of Scutari. A disturb- 
ance to<>k place and the Albanians destroyed 
the Greek consulate.

A raining accident occurred at Bannock- 
burn on Wednesday to James Begg. While 
working in bis claim a fall of earth took place, 
and before Begg could get clear a portion of the 
fall struck him and broke his right leg below the 
knee, besides considerably bruising him otber- 
'wise. Dr Staopoole set the injured limb, and 
the patient is now progressing satisfactorily. 

Mr G. Ireland, M.H.R. for 'Waikaia, 
died at 7 o’clock on Sunday morning. He had 
been ailing (or some time, but was in the House 
on Thursday. The same night he consulted his 
medical adviser, and on the following day was 
taken seriously ill, and had been confined to his 
bed since. The supposed cause of death was 
heart-disease and congestion of the lungs. He 
was unmarried, and was probably 45 to 60 years 
of age, 

: We have received No. 19 of Hansard,

The ordination of the Rev. J. Blaokie, 
who ia about to assume the Presbyterian 
ministry of the Cromwell district, will take place 
in the school-house on Thursday afternoon at 
four o’clock. Three or four clergymen will re- 
present the Presbytery on the important and 
solemn oboision. In the evening a tea-meeting 
will be held in the Athenaeum Hall to celebrate 
the event, and wa understand that our 
Presbyterian friends have made ample provision 
to meet the demand that is sure to be made 
upon them during the evening. A very happy 
and sociable gathering ia promised, and, judging 
from our past experience of the warm and 
raotical sympathy evinced towards each other 
y the various religious bodies in this com- 
munity, the' tables provided and .otherwise 
attractive programme is sure to draw a large 
audience together. On Sunday forenoon the 
new minister will be indnotad in his pastoral 
office by the Rev. Dr, Stuart, of the First 
Chnich, Dunedin, and in the evening, the Rev. 
Mr Blackie will preach. Service will likewise 
be held at Bannockburn at the usual hour. 

The result arrived at by the meeting of 
influeutial citizens which took place at the 
Dunedin Athonmum Hal! on Wednesday even- 
ing, -with reference to the Otago Central Rail- 
way, is eminently satisfactory. In an able and 
logical speech, Mr Robert Stout pointed oat the 
immense advantages that would be gained by 
carrying the line on to the entrance of the 
Strathtaieri Plain. He was supported in his 
position by Mr Shand, and despite the silly 
objections raised by Mr J. A. ('oanell, the 
meeting unanimously resolved to urge upon the 
Government the necessity for opening up the 
msgiiilieent conutry in the interior of Otago, by 
pushing the Otago Central Railway ahead with 
all possible despatch. Mr H. S. Fish, Mr Q. 
Bell, Mr Matheson, Mr John Davie, and other 
leading citizens, spoke in favor of Mr Stout’s 
motion — "That the meeting view with satis- 
faction the deoisioii of the Government to con- 
tinue the construction of the Otago Central 
Railway, and hope that in addition to the 
Hindon section steps ahould be taken at once to 
extend the railway to Sutton’s Creek, so that 
the Strathtaieri may be open .to. jicttlenieat.” ^

Parliament." ■ 

The Colonial Secretary has telegraphed 
the Mayor of Dunedin that “Government greatly 
regrets being compelled to withdraw Gaming , 
and Lotteries Bill, as well as several other very 
useful measures ; but the delay whioh baa 
occurred in debating at length the matters 
hitherto brought forward renders it hopeless to 
press those measures during the present session.'* : 

The inquest on the body of Mrs Young, 
murdered at Kyeburn, was concluded oa 
Wednesday last, the jury returning an open ' 
verdict. The evidence is very strong to im- 
plicate Chinese, but not suffioient to convict, 

A rider was attaobed recommending the Go- 
vernment to offer a reward, as a conviction mnst- 
depend on the Chinese themselves. Several 
Chinamen are still in custody. The inquest was 
very iengthy. 

The public meeting convened by the 
Mayor for Thursday for the purpose of nominat- 
ing five suitable persone to be appointed trustees 
of the Cromwell Cemetery, was not enccessful. ' 
Only eight citizens were present, six of 
whom were connected with the Borough Council 
— the “ public” therefore being represented by 
two individuals. In view of this want of in- 
terest in the object of the meeting, a resolution 
was carried referring the matter back to the 
Borough Council for action therein. 

Mr 'Wright, in hia apeech upon the 
Railway Commission Report, caused much 
amusement by blaming Mr Pyke for starring 
Vincent County with a prima donna, a publican, 
and a glazier— instead of attending the Com- 
missioners. Mr Pyke took the opportunity to 
explain. “I did not,” said he, “take the 
publican and glazier — I was not sueb a fool aa 
that — but I did take the prima donna. The 
objeot was to relieve the charitable institutions 
of the district ; the institutions were relieved 
from debt, the public were much pleased, the 
wife of my bosom was satisfied, and I waa: / 
supremely happy. The tour was over a fort-.i 
night before the Commissioners came into the 
district.” 

Mr Pyke haa introduced an Education 
Act Amendment Bill, but it stands not the 
remotest chance even of consideration. It pro- 
vides that in order to extend the benefits of the 
Act to elementary schools maintained by private 
schools or in'lividnals, every school conducted 
in aociii'd.ance with the provisions of the Educa- 
tion Act, 1877, and with regulations in respect 
of qualifications of teachers, course of instrue- 
tion, attendance at school, and inspection by the 
Inspector of the Board of Education, shall be 
deemed a public school within the meaning of 
the Act, and be entitled to receive the same ' 
capitation allowance aa granted to public schools ’ 
provided no school shall be entitled tea share'' 
of the funds unless the average number of pupils .i 
be 25 or more. ■. ' ■ ■ .1 '

the late Hon. John Douglas, was born Novem- 
ber 26tb, 1829, In 1354 he was elected in the 
Liberal interest for Beverley, having defeated 
M r G . 'VV, Hastings, and he retained the seat 
until the geuer.al election of 1 857, ■when he un- 
successfully contested Liskeard against Mr 
Ralph Grey, who was afterwards appointed a 
Commissioner of Customs. Sir Arther Gordon 
was assisted private secretary to his father 
, when Foreign Secretary and also when Prime 
Minister ; and ho was specially attached to Mr 
Gladstone's mission to the Ionian Islands in 
1878, He was appointed Governor of New 
Brunswick in 1801 ; Governor of Trinidad in 
1860 J and Governor of Mauritius in October, 
1870. In 1871 he was created a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of S.S. Michael and George, 
When the Fiji Islands Were erected into a 
separate colony, called the ' Colony Fiji,' Sir 
Arthur Gordon was appointed its first Governor 
and Commander-in-Chief, February 4th, |1S75 j 
also Consul-General and High Commissioner for 
the Western Pacific, 1877. He'w.as nominated 
a Knight Gr.and Cross of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George in August, 1878. Sir 
.\rtbur married, in. 1865, Rachel Emily, eldest 
daughter of Sir J. G. ' Shiw-Lefavre, the Clerk; 
of the Parliaments.”

Happily no one 
was 'hurt, although there was some tight 
squeezing, but the scene well illustrated the 
exnitemen't caused night after, night by this 
lottery entertainment. It: will be a pity 
indeed : if the new Lotteries Bill does not 
become law. Another of these panoramas 
has come to pay us a visit — this time, happily, 
a genuine affair, and one that does not intro- 
duce the deplorable gift business at all.

A fearful tragedy was enacted at the Opera' 
-House on Sat'utday, night', jealonsy being the 
cause. ' John ' James M'Gregor Greer in a fit 
of temporary' madness 'sh'ot his wife arid one 
of the French conimissioiiers,' Louis S.oudty. 
It is feared that Greer wiU not recover, but 
the wife arid Soudry are not wounded so 
severely. The details are briefly these'; Greer 
and his wife arrived in this e'olbriy by the 
Garonne on the ' I8th inst. They have only 
be, en' married three' years, during which time 
they have lived on good terras, till' un- 
forturiately they met Soudry, who was a 
passenger by the, same vessel. During the 
voyage Mrs Greer and Soudiy were very 
familiar; somuch'sn thdt the other passengers 
noticed it, and manifested their disapproba- 
tion. On 'Tuesday last, at about five in the 
evening, Mr Greer called upon Mr Otto 
Berliner in a very excited state, and said he 
had been recommended to him (Mr Borliner) 
as he wished to obtain a divorce from his 
wife. Mr Berliner informed him that he did 
not care to undertake speh cases. At this 
Greer seemed so cut up that Mr Berliner took 
ari interest iri him and promised to do any- 
thing he could; at' the same time saying that 
he would have Mrs Greer watched, and if she 
did riot behave properly he would appoint a 
meeting between her and her husband. This 
was done, and Berliner’s officers discovered 
that Mrs Greer and the Frenchman were 
together every day. On Thursday Greer 
called again at Mr Berliner’s office and was 
informed of the 'result of the inquiries. An 
appointment was fixed for Saturday morning, 
and Greer and his false wife were present. 
Mr Berliner told Mrs Greer that he wished 
to make peace between them. The husband 
left the room, and Mr Berliner commenced 
talking to the wife. She was very much 
annoyed at being spoken to, and stated her 
deteririinatinn of being Soudry’s mistress, 
and said her husband was a coward not to 
have a duel, saying at the same time Sondry 
wanted to fight. They left the office at about 
half-past four and went to their residence. 
Mrs Greef asked her husband to take her to 
the Opera in. the evening, which he did. 
They got in just before the curtain rose, and 
took their seats at the right-hand side in the 
dress-circle. . Soudry was also in the circle 
with some friends, and was not a great 
distance from them. A short time before the 
conclusion of the fourth act Greer got up and 
went to the bar just outside the vestibule 
and had a drink; he then re-entered the 
circle. During the interval he had been away 
Soudry joined Mrs Greer. Seeing this the 
husband became excited and went to the 
opposite side and watched them. Immedi- 
ately the curtain felt at the conclusion of the 
act, Greer went back and getting behind the 
seats occupied by' his wife and Soudry he 
pulled a revolver from his coat pocket and 
shot Soudry first and then his wife. In an 
instant he was secured, but before he could 
be unarmed he shot himself in the right ear, 
The three were at once conveyed to the Mel- 
bourne hospital. During the whole of yester- 
day Greer was delirious, and evidently 
suffered ranch. His heartless wife inquired 
several times during the day aa to how 
Soudry was, saying she did not care about 
her husband. 

The wife of the Government inspector of 
machinery was found dead in bed yesterday 
morning. The cause of death is at present 
unknown. 

August 2. 

Mr Greer, the unfortunate gentleman who 
played so conspicuous a part in the late dread- 
ful tragedy at the Opera House, died on 
Saturday morning, after suffering excruciat- 
ing pain. His unfeeling wife was not 
apprized of the sorrowful tidings for some 
hours after its uceurrence. The nurses, who 
are thoroughly disgusted with her abomin- 
able behavior, asked Dr Woimarski to inform 
her, which he accordingly . did. Aa might 
reasonably have been expected from a 
creature of her depraved temperament, 
she laughed and said ahe supposed she would 
be obliged to wear “widows weeds.” For 
thorough badness this Mrs Greer far and 
away beats anything I have ever heard of. 
Not content with raising her husband to a 
pitch of anger amounting to madness by her 
falseness, she must needs, even after death, 
insult him. Luckily for humanity, it is not 
often we come across such a nefarious and 
down-right wicked monster in the shape of a 
woman. It would be difficult to find her 
parallel, even amongst the lowest of her sex. 
Mrs Greer had better look well to herself 
when out of the hospital, or she may find 
there are women in Melbourne who will not 
allow aiioh abominable conduct to pass un- 
punished. The case of Mr Soudry Is by no 
means so bad as the Press would make out.

He (Mr Pyke) had before said in that House 
that many men brought up to regard thorough 
independence as the main object to be kept 
before them in the whole 'course of their 
lives, considered themselves ‘aggrieved and 
insulted by being obliged -to ■'.accept free 
education compulsorily with the' gutter-rakers 
of the street; and no' goqd' social result 
could possibly accrue from forcing any class 
to meet in one common ..scKpol, where, if 
human nature be human nature, especially 
amongst children, it waa rather , the rnle to 
fall than to rise. Before the present Act 
became law, there existed in every province 
a different system of education™ He did not 
wish to apeak of those systems with which he 
had no acquaintance, but he would apeak of 
that system of which he had some acquaint- 
ance— he meant the system that' prevailed in 
; the Province of Otago-r-andlthat system, he 
felt bound to say, was immeasurably superior 
to the present system. Wliat waa it ? The 
Provincial Government provided the school- 
houses ; they provided also' the residences of 
: the teachers ; they levied fees which were 
merely sufficient to recoup the Government 
forthe outliy, and they paid the expenses 
of those children whose parents were not able 
to pay for their education. What had they 
got now? All 'their children were forced 
into -a , common: free school, -whether they 
liked it or not. No good could come of that, 
hut a great deal of harm could: come of it. 
And what else had they 1 They, had a system 
of colleges and high schools where the wealthy 
magnates of the colony obtained the highest 
class of education for their children at the 
expense of the State. Men who were capable 
of paying for that education, and who ought 
to be ashamed to receive it at the expense of 
the State, took advantage of ithat collegiate 
system, in order to obtain for their children 
education which they coutd not otherwise 
receive. And where did the benefit come in 7 
New Zealand did not consist wholly of its 
towns. .Dunedin thoughtit was Qtago, Christ- 
church thouglitit waa Canterbury, Wellington 
thought it was the province of Wellington, 
and Auckland thought it was the province of 
Auckland. Never was there a greater mis- 
take, To all those who lived outside these 
boundaries the expense was as great as ever, 
and the s 3 rstem, he maintained, waa entirely 
for the benefit of the wealthy, and the 
residents of the large town of the colony. 
Waa this a thing to be defended, at a time 
when the public funds were running short ? 
Was it right that men with large balances at 
their bankers’ should not pay. for the educa- 
tion of .their children ? ., Why should they 
come to that Bouse and ask the Parliament 
to pay for education ? A more monstrous 
wrong -was never perpetrated.! It was always 
a stumbling-block and a grievance in the 
provincial districts ; it was a greater stumbl- 
ing-block and grievance that, in the Parlia- 
ment of the colony, they should be told that 
the necessary public works must be stopped, 
and that roads and bridges should not be 
made, in order that the wealthy classes of 
the community should have education pro- 
vided for their children free. He did not 
know a single item in the whole of the 
estimates that be would rather see abolished 
than this education vote,. * * # * 

It was a munstrcuis wrong that people who 
were willing and anxious to pay these fees 
should be precluded from doing so. The 
Government said that they wanted revenue, 
and they imposed taxation for that pur- 
pose yet here was a quarter of a million 
sterling which the people were anxious to 
pay, and which they did not thank Parlia- 
ment for disabling them from paying. Why 
did not tbe Governnient put on these fees 7 
If they did they would get the thanks of the 
whole community, for he was sure the people 
would rather pay their fees than receive a 
pauper education. He knew cases in which 
parente had refused to send their children to 
schools, because they were not allowed to pay 
the foes. Honorable members said “No,” 
but if they had been as long in a Scotch 
colony as he had they would know more 
about the independence of . the Scotch people. 
They did not care for this pauperised system 
of education ; they preferred to pay. • * 

He would vole for the imposition of school 
fees, except in the case of pauperism, and 
for the restoration to the public revenue of a 
quarter of a million, And there was no 
better time for this to ' be done than the 
present, 'when they were told the country 
was in extreme difficulty' and danger. It 
waa a quarter of a million now. What 
wonld.it.be in five years’ time.? The whole 
of tfie yevenue would .be.ti^kq^i up to pay for 



it. And what' did they gaiii by it 7 They 
imposed taxes to pay for education. They 
saw that ^he whole of the property-tax wae 
levied in order to pay the education vote. 
That was a fact which they could not con- 
trovert i and he thought that a Government ' 
which had got the courage to come down and 
eiy that they would wipe off this education 
vote, and declare that they' would cease pay- 
ing for the education of any but poor ohild- 
reUr wofild’ gain for' themselves: the thanks 
and applause of the whole: House' and of the 
country, 'i ^ ■ 

Mongolian Oatis. , 

The' 'minds of the Attorney-General and 
the members of the bar have recently been 
severely exercised regarding the proper and 
most eneotlve method of swearing Celestials. 
In the Flowery Land oaths, as understood 
by Englishmen, are unknown in the courts 
of justice. ■ In a Chinese court, the mandarin 
aits'at the head of a small table, surrounded 
by soldiers. A double file of soldiers ex- 
tends'a long distance round the hall, and the 
witness is not allowed to come within 30ft of 
the magistrate. The witness is introduced 
under;, an armed guard, and immediately 
upon entering the temple of justice, is com- 
pelled to fall prostrate. With head touching 
the matting, he is compelled to crawl upon 
his hands and knees to the appointed place. 
No oath is administered, but the witness 
gives his evidence without raising his head 
from the ground or daring to look at the 
mandarin or any one else in the court. The 
solemnity of the proceedings, and the display 
of power to punish if perjury is perpetrated, 
is considered by the mandarins sufficient -to 
ensure truthful’ testimony. In Australia 
several methods of administering oaths have 
been used. Some time ago a paragraph 
appeared in our columns, showing that the 
present method of blowing out a match was 
introduced from motives of economy. For 
general information, we publish the words 
used in the three oaths which it has been 
customary , to administer .to. Celestials. It 
may, he mentioned that the only oath a 
Buddhist Chinaman considers binding is.

Chinese 
criminsis have been known to confess to com- 
mitting murder rather than take this oath, 
which is the most terrible and binding known 
in the countries where the Buddhist religion 
prevails. 

BREAEIHa A PLATE 

is an oath peculiar to the Amoy province of 
China. It is only used in war time, and is 
practically a sworn declaration of fealty. 
When soldiers are enlisted they are drawn 
up on parade, and each man swears as fol- 
lows, smsshing a plate as he utters the last 
word:; — “In the face of the enemies of my 
country T swear to truly obey all orders,, to 
be. faithful to my cause, and never to betray 
my leaders. If I break my word, I hope to 
be killed by the first bullet fired by the 
enemy, or to drop down dead before a shot 
is fired,” 

BLOWIira ODT A MATCH. 

is unknown in Chinese courts of justice. It 
is used among Celestials in oniinary life 
much as a bullock-driver blasphemously orna- 
ments and emphasises an assertion. As an 
oath, blowing out a match is practically 
meaningless among Chinamen. The formula 
runs as follows ; — The witness takes a match 
in his right hand, and says, “ I swear to tell 
the truth. If I do not tell the truth may my 
hfe terminate as soon as this match is blown 
out .” — Town and Country.
